the Empire State building:, left an 
unofficial death toll of at least 29 
dead, scores missing and millions 
of dollars damage. The storm hit 
Manhattan with its greatest fury 
at 4:50 p. m. e. d. t., Tuesday, re- 
cording an official 
"whole gale"

New York in September. 


Twelve bodies lay in a tem- 


porary morgue' at the Westhamp-

Three 
hundred houses were wrecked at 
Ocean Beach, 200 at Salt Airc and 
95 at Fair Harbor, all on Fire Is- 
land.

OMAHA. (JP). Beating in Omaha 


Thursday of A. E. Westring, 35, 
and Jake Anderson, 27, both of 
Genoa, Neb., after they had de- 
clined to join the general truck 
drivers' union, now on strike, led 
police to threaten to invoke the 
state anti-picketing law here un- 
less violence stops. 


Westring and Anderson told Po- 


lice Inspector Paul Haze they were 
approached while unloading some 
goods at an electrical 
company 


and asked by a group of men to 
join the union. 
They said thej- 


replied they owned their own truck 
and would not join. 
Then, they 


said, they were 
attacked 
and 


beaten. 
Neither was seriously in- 


jured. 


Wednesday a truck helper was 


beaten and hospitalized when at- 
tacked as he aided in loading a 
truck. No arrests were made. At 
headquai'ters, 
Haze 
delivered 
a 


general warning that if violence 
continued the union members may 
find themselves confronted by irate 
farmers and outstate truck oper- 
ators. 


"We have reports," he said, "that 


they are getting: tired of this sort 
of thing and may take matters into 
their own hands."

ten day old truck tieup received 
first outside funds for their re- 
lief, area negotiator J. M. O'Laugh- 
lin announced. About 52,200 has 
been received, 
he said. Regular 


benefit payments of approximately 
S10 a week will start coming from 
the international organization next 
week, he said.

No 
violence of any nature had been 
reported to police and both opera- 
tors and union officials resumed 
negotiations at 1 p. m. at the Lin- 
coln.

It is not the largest 
amount tlmt has ever been col- 
lected by the Chest, however, and 
it is the minimum amount that 
the agencies can get along with 
nnd still continue to offer the same 
services.

amount needed. One saving1 brought 
.bout will be in local handling of 
the campaign. Formerly, an out- 
side director was brought in to 
carry on the campaign, but last 
year a new plan was inaugurated 
whereby the work of directing the 
campaign was added to LIic duties 
of Louis W, Home, executive sec- 
retary of the Chest, bringing about 
a saving of approximately $3,500. 
Another saving this year resulted 
from the reduction of electric cur- 
rent rates.

reduced automatically 7 percent of 
their last year's expense.

The ever-lengthening roster of the dead from an 


equinoctial hurricane which struck the north Atlantic 
states with a savageness unequalled in a hundred 
years neared the 250 mark—and still the tragic 
figures mounted. 


The damage to 
property—to hundreds of 


smashed boats, to growing or maturing crops, to 
homes, utilities, public buildings, transportation and 
communication—was beyond calculation, rising to 
uncounted millions of dollars. 
How many thousands 


were homeless could not even be guessed. 


Many thousands of 
men 
and 


women in the great area of disas- 
ter—troops, police, coast guards- 
men, 
naval reservists, Red Cross 


workers, Boy Scouts—were called 
to the work of rescue. 


Meanwhile, 
Thursday morning 


the storm—which 
had been 
ac- 


companied by fearsome tidal waves 
on some sections of the coast— 
moved upward into Canada, in the 
southern parts of the provinces of 
Ontario and. Quebec. 


Fear for Isolated Places. 


There was the gravest fear that 


the hurricane had brought catas- 
trophe to the isolated people of 
Cape Cod, extending like an up- 
curved forefinger from the Massa- 
chusetts mainland, and to the is- 
lands of Martha's vineyard and 
Nantucket, lying to the south of 
the cape in the open sea.
